His home has dene 
for him all it ean do. andall, tue, which 
le knows it ought te de, erwhich he him- 
self should nocept To make at leat 
34,000 ‘in the first three yenrs following ¢ 
his graduation is a most quickening ant 
sitixfying hope. 

The character of the men who thus mi- 
gute represents the noblest elements of 
simple American manhood. They belong ta 
the reat. budy of the common pss bal 
their ability, independence, snd eneny 
have lifted them far above the level. Inte 
eery new coutry from the old, go # 
tee the worst and the bet. While the 
vellege men whe move into the Far East 
wo not usually cither the best. or the 
worst, they belong to the third estate of 
the academic community. But, it he said, 
in moral character they are usually stanch- 
est and sturdiest.
